VETERAN'S NOTICE 


September 5, 1947 

“The State of Michigan, 64th 
Legislature, regular session of 
1947, enacted Act 308 of the Pub- 
lic Acts of 1947, establishing an 
emergency hospitalization pro- 
gram within the administration of 
the Michigan Veterans’ Trust 
Fund, er of - ‘Trustees, effective

A sittilar program had been ad- 
ministered by the Office of Vet- 
erans'’.,Affairs prior to July Ist. 
However, because of legislative 
approval of the above-mentioned 
Act, previous sources of revenue 
to that agency for utilization in 
emergency hospitalization were 
eliminated, and $100,000 from the 
earned income of the Veterans’ 
Trust Fund was set aside to be 
used by the Board of Trustees in 
establishing an emergency hos- 
pitalization program. The $100,- 
900 represents less than one-third 
of the amount expended .under 
the emergency hospitalization pro- 
gram conducted by the Office of 
Veterans’ Affairs during the im- 
mediate past fiscal year. It is 
anticipated the $100,000 fund 
would be inadequate to administer 
the program on a state-wide basis 
during the fiscal year of 1947-48 
and the Board of Trustees has de- 
termined that counties who have 
been allocated $10,000 or more for 
the period July..1, 1946 through 
June 30, 1947, will process appli- 
cations and invoices for emergency 
hospitalization in consistence with 
their usual procedure of granting 
and to eligible veterans and will 
utilize their regular allocations to’ 
meet emergency hospitalization 
needs. Counties such as Craw- 
ford. County, whose allocations 
were less than $10,000 for this 
same period, will for the time be- 
ing, submit emergency hospitalize- 
tion cases for payment to the state 
office from the appropriated 
$100,000 fund. ae 

If the veteran and/or his or her 
dependents are eligible to receive 
assistance from the Michigan Vet- 
erans’ Trust Fund in accordance 
with definitions already establish- 
ed@”.and if. the hospitalization is 
emergent, the applicant is-likewise 
eligible to make application for 
assistance from the emergency 
hospitalization fund. 

An emergency is considered to 
exist when the lack of immediate 
hospitalization would seriously en- 
danger the veteran’s and/or his-or 
her dependents’ life or health and 
when the emergency requires 
funds beyond the applicant's 
ability to pay from earnings, adc 
cumulated savings, or insurance.

veterans.’
